May 10, 1912, Glenn Luther Martin could 

afford to laugh at the warning note (left) 
that the Martin family doctor had written his 
mother. That day, young Martin flew 28 
miles overwater from Balboa, Calif. to Avalon, 
Catalina Island. This established a world’s 
record for overwater flight, brought world 
fame to Martin and his primitive pusher plane. 
On Monday, May 10, 25th anniversary of his 
record flight, Glenn Martin will again fly from 
Balboa to Avalon. This time he will pilot the 
most famous airplane in the world: The 
China Clipper which he built for Pan Amer- 
ican Airways’ California-to-China service. 
‘The Clipper makes overwater flights of 2,400 
miles as part of its unexciting weekly routine.

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Fr surpassing any other one-day spectacle in 
pomp, preparation and scale is the Coronation 
of a modern British King. Just planning it is a 
full-time job for half a year for thousands. For 
this great pageant, the actual script is taken from 
a 14th Century manuscript, the Liber Regalis 
(King’s Book), which in turn was based on the 
actual Coronation ritual going back to pre-Nor- 
man King Edward the Confessor. The theatre for 
the pageant is historic Westminster Abbey (above), 
Here, every crowned English King since William 
the Conqueror, 37 in all, has been crowned. 
‘The picture above was taken from the Parlia- 
ment Buildings, looking west. The high-roofed 
building is Westminster Abbey. Once this land 
was a marshy island. The Romans built a temple 
to Apollo on it and there was a Benedictine 
monastery here by 1050 when pious King Edward 
the Confessor started work on a huge church in 
the conventional form of a cross. He died and 
was buried in it before it was finished (see p. 43) 
but the Norman kings went on with the work. 


‘The arms of the cross were finished by Henry II, 
the high terminal chapel nearest the reader by 
VII and the two far towers were built by 
Christopher Wren in the 18th Century. Just in 
front of the left end of the Abbey's erosspiece 
conspicuous pointed tower. This is the chapter 
house of the Westminster Chapter of the Church 
of England. In 1282, it became the first meeting 
place of England’s House of Commons and hence 
the “cradle of all free Parliaments.” The Cloisters 
areleft and beyond, and beyond them the Deanery, 
Jerusalem Chamber and College Hall, now the 
dining hall of the boys of Westminster School. 
‘The buildings in the foreground are school build- 
ings, residences of canons and officials, The lawn 
is the old monks’ cemetery yard. The whole area 
around the Abbey is the Cathedral Close, known 
to London as “The Close.” The church beyond 
the Abbey, right background, is St. Margarets, 
the House of Commons’ official church. At left 
is the Archbishop of Canterbury, carryitig the 
crosier he will carry at the Coronation.

For 800 years 
they fought off the Franks from the north and the 
Spaniards and Moors from the south, spoke their own 
unique language, maintained their own parliamentary 
juntas and wore berets, red in Vizeaya Province, 
white in Alava and blue in Guiptizcoa.

Strand 
took assubject the revolt of the poor fishermen 
of Alvarado against the exploiting fish buyers. 
‘The fishermen were getting only three cents a 
pound for the haddock they caught. One of 
them, Miro, persuades other fishermen to with- 
hold their catch from the buyers until better 
prices are paid. But some dissenting fishermen

refuse to join Miro’s revolters. A fight starts 
between the factions. Miro is shot. His death 
shocks the dissenters into realizing that the 
only way they can fight successfully against 
the buyers is by organization.

‘The virtue of the film as propaganda lies 
in its simple demonstration that workers must, 
organize. This is a lesson which the anti-capi- 
talist government of Mexico is very anxious 
10 the minds of the long-oppressed 
d peasants, The virtue of The Wave 
as a motion picture lies almost entirely in the 
magnificent slow paced photography and the 
striking close-ups. The film gains realism from 
the fact that the locale was a genuine fishing 
village on the Gulf of Veracruz and the actors 
almost all local fishermen. American filngoers 
will be impressed with the film’s keauty, and 
bored by its dragging tempo and slow action.
